The Walls of Jerusalem. 


The lofty wall of Jerusalem and the 


massive towers of the citadel are im- 
mediately before us. We are on the 
enter slope of Mount Zion, the sanctu- 
ary and the abode of David. The pop- 
derous blocks which form the lower 
strata of the wall might have been 
shaped and put in place by some pre- 
historic race of giants. More than al- 
most anything else to be found around 
Jerusalem, or within, this wall bears 
an appearance of great antiquity. We 
can easily believe that its foundations 
were laid in the time of David, though 
its upper portions are unquestionably 
modern.

AGAIN IN 
TROUBLK. 


Peculiar Financiering of tlie Riverside 


tiunkiitg Company. 


RIVERSIDE, January 26.—The River- 


side Banking Company is again before 
the public in an unenviable light, suit 
having been brought against it by 
Samuel A. Ames of this city in which 
some peculiar financiering is brought 
to light. 
It is alleged that Judge 


George E. Otis gave, in January, 1891, 
t'j the Redlands 
Land 
Company 


twenty-seven 
promissory 
notes, of 


which ten were for $1,000 each, sixteen 
for $500 each and one for $240, all pay- 
able at the office of the Riverside 
Banking Company, the defendants in 
t)<e suit, and all secured by mortgage. 
Later five of the $1,000 and three of 
the $500 notes were sold to the River- 
side Banking Company, which after- 
ward sold them to Ames, the plaintiff 
in the case, O. T. Dyer, manager of the 
bank, representing them as being well 
secured by mortgage, which the bank 
held in trust. 


In December, 1892, more than a year 


later, the Redlands Land Company, 
without plaintiff's knowledge or con- 
sent, released the mortgage, O, T. 
Dyer representing to Otis that he 
could obtain the lean for less interest. 
A new mortgage was given to the Peo- 
ple's Home Savings Bank to secure the 
new note. The eight notes held by 
plaintiff were ignored and the mort- 
gages held by the bank for security 
cancelled. Plaintiff did not learn of 
this until six months later. 


In June, 1893, defendant represented 


to plaintiff that Otis desired to pay the 
notes assigned by defendant to plaint- 
iff, and later was requested to, and did 
deliver the notes for collection, paintiff 
taking a receipt for the notea so stat- 
ing. The complaint then alleges that 
Dyer knew the notes had lost their 
surety, and fraudulently and falsely 
represented to plaintiff the object for 
which the notes were wanted, and that 
the notes were returned to Otis with- 
out his paying any consideration other 
than that already made. 
Defendant 


made no return to plaintiff save $1,500 
interest.

Cleveland Preparing What is Thought 


Will lie an Interesting Message in 
Relation Thereto. 
WASHINGTON, January 
26.—From

believed that President Cleveland, who 
returned to Washington to-day, is pre- 
paring either a brief or lengthy mes- 
sage on Hawaii, which will be submitted 
to-morrow. In connection with this 
message it is understood that the cor- 
respondence received from Honolulu 
at San Francisco last Saturday will be 
added. It is understood that this in- 
cludes the text of President Dole's 
letter in reply to Minister Willis' de- 
mand for a filing of specifications to 
sustain Dole's charge that Willis was 
engaged in an intrigue to overthrow 
the Provisional Government by force 
and to restore the Queen to the throne. 
Those who have kept close watch upon 
the Hawaiian matter believe that the 
document herein mentioned will un- 
doubtedly prove n most interesting 
addition to the record. 


In this connection a most interesting 


development to-day is the fact that 
Minister Thurston called at the State 
Department and was closeted fully an 
hour with Secretary Gresharn. This 
indicates to diplomats that active dip- 
lomatic relations have been resumed 
between this Government and the 
Hawaiian Provisional Government. 


THE INCOME 
TAX. 


The Democratic Caucus Decider to M»ke 


It a Part of the Tariff JJili. 


WASHINGTON, January 
26—In the 


Democratic caucus Cockran was em- 
phatic in stating that he would not be 
bound by the action taken. One of the 
most sensational occurrences in the 
caucus was a tilt between Hatch and 
Cockran, which nearly resulted in a 
contest in which there at one time ap- 
peared to be danger of bloodshed. 
The impetuous Missourian demanded 
of Cockran whether he would stand 
by the action of tho caucus, and the 
New York orator replied emphatically 
that he would not. Hatch became very 
excited and shook his fist in Cockran's 
face, and had it not been for the inter- 
ference of some of the members near 
them, there might have been a fistic 
encounter between these two Demo- 
cratic statesmen.

One hundred and sixty-four members 


were present when the caucus met. 
Fithian of Illinois introduced a resolu- 
tion, whi"h was adopted, providing 
that the internal revenue bill and in- 
come tax bill be added as an amend- 
ment to the Wilson bill. 


The time for debate on the tariff bill 


was extended three days. A final vote 
is to be taken next Thursday. A sub- 
stitute offered by Wilson for the sepa- 
ration of the income tax from the 
tariff bill was defeated, 68 to 92, and 
Fithian's resolution carried, 82 to 71.

A Cold Wave Coining—Wind*—Barome- 


ter* and Temperature.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo, January 26.—My 


lafet bulletin gave forecasts of the storm 
waves to cross the continent from 
January 25th to 
29th and 3lst to 


Febrnary 4th. The next will reach 
the 
Pacific 
Coast 
about 
Febuary 


5th, cross the Western mountains by 
the clo-je of the fith, the Great Central 
valleys from 7th to 9th and the East- 
ern StttoH about the 10th. 


This will 
bi> an ugly ptorna, at its 


greatest force in the Central valleys 
and, for the tima of year, will be fol- 
lowed by an unusually colcTvFave which 
will develop into a blizzard in some 
parts of the country. Tho first ten 
day** of February will average unusu- 
ally cold. 


The warm wave will cro&a the west- 


ern inountaints about the 5tl., the 
Great Central valleys about the 7th 
and the Eastern States about the 9th. 
The cool wave will cross the western 
mountains about the 8th, the Great 
Central valleys about the 10th and the 
Eastern States about the 12th. 


WINDS, E \ROMETERR AND TEMPERATUBCS. 


When no storms are on the continent 


the wind blows gently from the west. 
This is not the only time the wind 
comes from the west and the weather 
student must learn to know the differ- 
ence between a west wind on the south 
side of a low barometer and a normal 
west wind. 


The first indications of an approach- 


ing low barometer with its numerous 
storm centers and the storm wave is 
usually a south wind. Very light at 
first 
but 
soon after 
rising high, 


steadily streams off toward the north 
or northwest. About that time or 
a little before, the weather moderates. 
Sometimes the wind 
blows two or 


thre^ days in that direction, the weather 
growing warmer. 


When the low barometer is out on 


the Pacific it begins to affect the 
atmosphere a thousand miles east and 
south; when it reaches Montana or 
Utah it affects the atmosphere in the 
Great Central valleys and when the 
low is in the latter the Eastern States 
begin to see its effects. 


These high and low barometers cover 


a circular area and this area, for prac- 
cal purposes, is divided into four equal 
parts. Two lines are drawn through 
the center of this circular area, one 
from north to south, and the other 
from east to west. Earh of the divis- 
ions is called a quadrant. 
Tornados 


usually occur in the southeast quad- 
rant of the low or between that quad- 
rant and the northwest quadrant of the 
high. The southeast quadrant of the 
low is the warmest and the northeast 
quadrant of the high is the coldest 
parts of these two storm wave sections. 


When your barometer and thermom- 


eter indicate alow in the northwest and 
the wind begins to change from the 
south to east, that is the first indica- 
tion that cold weather will follow the 
storir. The reason for this is: When 
the low parses south of a locality cold 
weather will follow and when the low 
passes north of a locality warm weather 
will follow. 


As the wind always blows toward the 


low before it arrives and in nearly a 
circle around the low center, a change 
of wind fr001 south by way of east to 
north, when the low is west, tells 
plainly that the storm center iu 500 to 
1,000 
miles west of you and moving 


southward. 


The high barometer, cool or cold 


wave, will reach aoout as far south as 
its mate, the low, and therefore you 
may be as wise as the hog, and, while 
it is yet warm and probably a very 
clear, deep-blue sky is misleading less 
observing things, you and some of the 
lower animals will prepare for a cold 
wave. 


The above supposes that the low 


does not touch your locality. But if 
it does, as will be shown by your

are then on the southeast quadrant of 
the low, the summer rainbelt, the toi- 
nado field, the storm wave. If the 
center of the low is moving over you 
the wind will presently cease to blow, 
the sky becomes murky, clouds scatter- 
ing and temperature hot and debilita- 
ting. These are the indications whe i 
you are iu the center of the low and as 
it passes on east or southeastward, the 
wind will suddenly spring up from the 
southwest, cooler and 
invigorating. 


Just then you will probably get rain or 
snow as the high comes in. 


These high and low barometers 
fol- 


low each 
other 
closely, are tied 


together like a long train of cars, and 
so far as is known there is no end to 
the train. It either extends all arcund 
the earth or what is nearly the same 
thing, there are two endless chains of 
these highs and lows, one encircling 
the magnetic north pole northwest of 
Hudson's bay and the other encircling 
the-Asiatic magnetic north pole near 
the Lena river in Siberia. 


Keep in mind that on this cont'nent 


this chain moves eastward. Place a 
watch face up and the wind in the high 
moves with, and in the low against, the 
watch handg. The air comes down in 
the high, rises in the low, blows out of 
the bottom of the high and into the 
bottom 
of the low. The principal 


cloud belt, storm wave and precipita- 
tion lie between the high and the low; 
the latier is warm and the former cold.

Wliat Professor 
Foster

About It. 


Draw a line from Chicago through 


Springfield, Illinois, to San Antonio, 
Texas, and all east of that line has a 
normal rainfall for February of over 
two inches and, with a few exceptions, 
all west of that line less than two 
inches. On the Pacific coast the aver- 
age runs from two inches at San Di- 
ego, gradually increasing northward to 
twelve inches on the coasts of Wash- 
ington. Oregon and Southern Alaska. 
A diagonal strip of four iuches of rain- 
fall extends from near San Antonio to 
Fort Smith and thence to New Orleans. 
Four or more inches of raiu falls with- 
in the half-diamond area withiu lines 
drawn from New Orleans to Spring- 
field, Illinois, thence to Lynchburg, 
Virginia, and thence back to Now Or- 
leans 
Within that area are two 


smaller sections of six inch rains, one 
extending from Memphis to the mouth 
of the Sabine river and the other about 
Chattanooga andKnoxville. All north- 
east of these areas has an average of 
about two inches "xcept a few four- 
inch patches along the Atlantic coast 
and a dry area running north and east 
from Erie, Pa.

And You Can't Retain tlie Former and Give 


ExcrciMC the Go By. 


Dr. A. Sytnons Ecclcs has struck the 


keynote of rarlical improvement in the 
general health of city comrntmitiea 
when he Hays that tho most potent fac- 
tor of present day ailments is the ahey- 
ancu into which tho muscular system is 
allowed to fall "yy dwellers in cities, 
who are Gaily hecoming more and more 
drypondent on artificial meana of loco- 
t . /U'^n and lahor saving apparatus, un- 
til diioiders of digestion and nervous 
lualadits aro now as common among 
tho comparatively poor aa they are 
nmong tho wealthy. The rich man en- 
deavors 
to overcome 
tho 
mischief 


wrought by his sedentary life by horse- 
hack oxerciso or golf, but the poorer 
man, who is unable to afford these recre- 
ations, neglects his muscular develop- 
ment and invariably tumbles into his 
train or mounts his street car rather 
than waste the time necessary for a 
brisk walk or a half hour in the gym- 
nasium. 


The popularity of the bicycle has 


tended to counteract the disuse of mus- 
cles engendered in a large proportion of 
town residents, but there aro stiJl num- 
bers of persons of both sexes who re- 
quire vigorous muscular exercise in or- 
der to maintain health. 
Women are 


tho victims of modem, social and com- 
mercial changes almost if not quite as 
nmc'i as men. The centralization of 
ninny domestic industries may have im- 
prove! the character of the products 
tlvH manufactured or of the work por- 
lorintd, but when bread was made and 
v. jis.liing was done at home tho female 
members of many families fairly well 
oft, but not too richly endowed with 
this world's goods, were profitably em- 
ployed in kneading the dough and iron- 
ing tho linen. 
Ouo of the results of 


this general disinclination to take the 
amount ot exercise essential to health 
inj tho revival ot a practice which is re- 
corded in tho earliest medical papyrus 
in tho British museum. 


Tho introduction of massage may be 


regarded as specific evidence of the ten- 
dency in these latter days to the neglect 
of nmscular exorcise, and Dr. Eccles 
holds that if it bo true that tho abey- 
ance of function in certain glands is 
productive of diseases which can be 
cured by tho injection of organic liq- 
uids derived from a similar source— 
and modern research has establibhed thia 
belief--much more is it evidently true 
that the failure to employ the great bulk 
of muscular tissue, which is so largo a 
portion of the human frame, will, and 
invariably does, give riso to disordered 
function and altered structure in the 
other organs and tissues of the body, 
which are interdependent on the activ- 
ity of tho muscles and each other. Men- 
tal and nervous overstrain is rarely 
disassociated from, muscular disuse and 
flaccidity.
